vestment in the local economy and will create 17 units 
from 1,200-3,000 square feet in three blocks for sale 
or lease aimed at small to medium sized enterprises 
in the marine sector. 

They will be designed to the highest environmental 
standards and include 80 parking spaces and secure 
yards. 


If planners approve the scheme then construction is 
expected to begin next spring and to be completed by 
Christmas 2010. 

Weymouth and Portland economic development 
spokesman Coun Geoff Petherick said: “The potential 
to bring new business investment and well-paid em¬ 
ployment to Weymouth & Portland is a major priority 
for the Borough Council and it is very encouraging to

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SUE Thomas has travelled the country and the 
world in her career. 

Originally from Coventry, she trained as a 
teacher in Worcester before teaching in Birm¬ 
ingham and Liverpool. 

After relocating to Surrey for her husband's 
job she began work for 3M and after five years 
became a Marketing Manager. 

After leaving her job to raise her first child. 
Sue began her own business "Presentation Ex¬ 
press", providing presentation material for 
major companies and designing one of the UK's 
first e-commerce shopping malls. Her husband 
Ian soon joined her and they travelled to Amer¬ 
ica, South Africa and the Far East before selling 
the business at its peak in 2000. 

After a short return to teaching in Guildford 
Sue and her family made their dream move to 
Lyme Regis. 

Sue now runs Lyme Alpacas one of the biggest 
Alpaca farms in the country. Sue is also a pub¬ 
lished author with her first book "Alpaca Chat¬ 
ter" and next week will be hosting her first ever 
Festive Fayre offering locally made Alpaca 
products and raising money for the Weldmar 
Hospicecare Trust. 

The Fayre is being held at the farm next 
Wednesday, December 2nd from 10am to 3pm. 


■ HOW does life in Lyme compare to life in the 
city? 

Here we seem to be busy all the time but things seem to 
take much longer because we are in the farming industry. 
When we were in London we had a 24-hour turnaround 
on conference services, which often meant working 
through the night. It was very intense for a very short 
length of time but now our turnaround is a year because 
in farming you are working at producing next year’s an¬ 
imals. 

■ WHAT is the best part of rearing Alpacas? 

The best part is the birth. It’s kind of like the end of a 
years work. You have the satisfaction as a farmer of 
knowing that your husbandry has been good. It’s very 
satisfying when she gives birth to a healthy cria it’s kind 
of nature’s way of tapping you on the back and saying 
you’re doing it right. 

■ WHAT do you have planned for your first fes¬ 
tive fayre? 

For me one of the things that’s key is broadening peo¬ 
ple’s knowledge that we are here and encouraging people 
to come to the farm next year to look around. We will 
have some of last year’s babies in the courtyard and 
every product, which has been made at Lyme alpacas, 
will have been made from their fleeces. People will be 
able to see the Alpacas at close quarters and appreciate 
what they look like, how gentle they are and then be able 
to go in and pick up a pashmina from the shelf and look 



out the window to see the animal that produced it. 

■ WHO are your favourite Alpacas at the farm? 

Everyone loves Bailey. He is not the most superb Alpaca 
but everybody loves him. He is in the book and he was 
also bottle reared so he is very friendly. Alpacas when 
they go looking for milk put their tail up and when they 
begin to feed their tail goes down. Because Bailey was 
bottle reared he runs to people with his tail up and so vis¬ 
itors love that when they come to the farm. 

■ HOW does Alpaca wool compare to sheep's 
wool? 

The biggest difference is that sheep’s wool contains lano¬ 
lin which is a grease that makes sheep waterproof. Al¬ 
pacas do have an oil in their fleece but it’s very light and 
you can’t feel it. When you feel sheep’s wool on the body 
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it feels almost sticky and waxy. Because of the lack of 
lanolin Alpaca wool is hypoallergenic and it’s also much 
finer. If I was to compare it with anything it is more like 
Merino, which is the prized sheep’s breed in terms of 
wool. It’s the standard that everyone goes for. 

■ HOW do children react to your book? 

They love it. They particularly like the play on words. Its 
about a group of alpacas from the farm who feel bored 
and decide to go away but the main play on words is 
about what to pack. You have ‘ A1 pac a’ mackerel and ‘ A1 
pac a’ pencil and things like that. They like the play on 
words and tongue twister effect. I think local children in 
particularly and children who are here on holiday like 
reading about a place where they have been. 

■ ANY plans for Alpaca Chatter 2? 

No but there is a plan for a second book, which is again 
aimed at children. It’s based on a Victorian nursery 
rhyme, which my mum used to read to me called “Can 
you keep a secret” and I’ve often used it in school with 
children to make them laugh. It’s kind of a bit spooky and 
a bit dark but children seem to like it. 

■ WHERE do you see yourself in five years time? 

I remember job interviews in my twenties when people 
asked me the same question and I used to want to be a 
millionaire and be lying on the beach in a different part 
of the world. But actually I’m more than happy in Lyme. 
I’ve had my life choices and I’ve had times when I’ve 
had to make the decision where I want to be and my 
choice was to be here. When you wake up in the morning 
and go to feed the animals and you look across the sea 
onto golden cap and the sun is coming up, you are in the 
best place in the world. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a 
dinner party? 

Robert Hooke who is a sadly forgotten scientist and ar¬ 
chitect. He designed great buildings after the fire of Lon¬ 
don; he was an engineer, a pioneer of the microscope, an 
astronomer and just a genius. Frank Muir the comedian 
and the writer of the funniest autobiography I’ve ever 
read “A Kentish Lad” he’s a comedy genius. Bill Gates, 
he is so influential in how we live our lives today, a com¬ 
puter revolutionary genius.

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Boat skippers in revolt 
over harbour rate hikes 

FURIOUS commercial boat skippers are threatening to 
quit Weymouth harbour in protest over an 80 per cent 
hike in rates. 

The Licensed Skipper Association say the rise would 
“be the final straw that broke the camel’s back” at a time 
when fishermen and charter boats are already being hit 
hard with spiralling fuel costs. 

The proposed hike in rates would equate to a 20 per cent 
rise each year for the next four years. 

Councillors, however, believe the rise would not be that 
high and a long consultative process would be held before 
a definite decision could be made. 

Chairman of the Licensed Skipper Association Dave 
Gibson said: “People are appalled and already negotiating 
to move away if the proposals are agreed, people are se¬ 
riously considering leaving to the port. If this goes 
through they will be going. 

“The charter fleet are fed up fighting their corner every 
year. They’ve had to fight tooth and nail for water supply 
on the pontoons and they don’t work half the time. 
They’re just fed up with it. The charter fleet are already 
suffering greatly from the spiralling fuel costs. 

“This extra hike in rates could be the final straw that 
broke the camel’s back for many of the operators. 

“The harbour has always been profitable over the years. 
But instead of maintaining the harbour with those profits 
they used it to support other community projects, which 
is fair enough, but not at the cost of the harbour.” 

He said if not careful this would drive the angling busi¬ 
ness to Portland and everyone from restaurants to bed and 
breakfast businesses in Weymouth would suffer from the 
lack of tourism. 

Councillor Roger Allen, chairman of the Harbour Board 
Committee said nothing had been agreed yet and they 
were being mindful of the commercial skippers’ position. 

“We’ve got to come up with a solution everybody is 
happy with. Nobody wants a price rise,” he said. 

“It needs to be looked at over a long period of time. I’m 
very doubtful the figures will be that high. 

“We’ve got to be in sync with the competition, aware 
of competition, aware of imperatives for the various guys 
in business and take into account what they bring to the 
town generally. 

“The council is certainly not in the businesses of kick¬ 
ing them in the teeth. We’ve got to look at improving then- 
position. We certainly don’t want to lose them.” 

Chip pan fire

Shelter may go as part of 
seafront regeneration

A BATTERED seafront 
shelter which has become 
infamous as a haunt for 
drunks and vagrants could 
soon be demolished. 

The building on Wey¬ 
mouth Esplanade opposite 
the Kings Statue has been 
a thorn in the side of police 
and council staff for years. 

Now it could be pulled 
down, cast ironwork sal¬ 
vaged and reused on an¬ 
other site and the whole 
area opened up to expose 
stunning views of the 
Jurassic Coast as part of 
the town’s seafront regen¬ 
eration scheme. 

A report on the shelter is 
hoped to go before the 
council’s planning com¬ 
mittee on December 9th 
which will be asked for 
conservation area consent 
to demolish the structure. 

Inspector Pete Meteau of 
Weymouth Police wel¬ 
comed the move and said: 
“This shelter has certainly 
attracted a number of the 


street population including 
rough sleepers and people 
associated with problem 
drinking and substance 
abuse. 

“Police welcome council 
plans to remove this prob¬ 
lem area which will cer¬ 
tainly, from a policing 
point of view, make it a 
less problematic area.” 

Planning committee 
members will be told that 
earlier Victorian seafront 
shelters are listed, but this 
later and larger shelter is 
not listed although it is in 
the Weymouth Conserva¬ 
tion Area. 

The report says that the 
structure is not in good 
condition and would re¬ 
quire “significant invest¬ 
ment” to bring it back into 
a reasonable and useable 
state. 

It adds: “Being a large 


shelter with a significant 
area of seating it does have 
a tendency to attract inap¬ 
propriate users such as 
rough sleepers which is 
detrimental to the experi¬ 
ence of residents and visi¬ 
tors along Weymouth 
promenade. 

“While the shelter does 
provide shelter during in¬ 
clement weather there are 
other opportunities along 
the promenade for such 
shelter.” 

This will be fully ex¬ 
plored in the current pro¬ 
gramme for improving 
Victorian seafront shelters 
which is being completed 
as part of Weymouth’s 
seafront regeneration, says 
the report. 

It adds: “Most signifi¬ 
cantly the removal of this 
large shelter in what is a 
critical location along the 


promenade will open up 
views of the beach, sea and 
Jurassic Coast beyond to 
pedestrians. 

“The large shelter is not 
of any historical interest, is 
in poor condition, is un¬ 
duly dominant and its re¬ 
moval will enhance the 


environment, views and 
visitors’ experience on the 
promenade and the imme¬ 
diate area.” 

The report suggests that 
demolition will recover 
useable material which 
will involve the retention 
and reuse locally of cast 


iron columns. 

Demolition is backed by 
Weymouth Civic Society 
whose president Pru Bol- 
lam said: “We welcome 
this because it will tidy up 
the Esplanade and open up 
views of the Jurassic 
Coast.” 


Police still seeking information 
in dead baby on the beach case 


DETECTIVES reviewing the un¬ 
solved case of a new-born baby girl 
found dead on Weymouth beach 27 
years ago have made a DNA break¬ 
through. 

They are now following up three 
phone calls from members of the 
public following a repeat of their 
appeal for the baby’s parents to 
come forward in confidence. 

Officers are also asking for a man 
who contacted them in August 2009 
with “information of interest” to 
contact Dorset Police or the States 
of Jersey in strictest confidence. 

Forensic scientists working for 


Dorset Police have now developed 
a full genetic profile of the baby and 
an almost complete profile of a sec¬ 
ond person they believe is likely to 
be the mother. 

Dorset Police crime review officer 
Phil James, who is a former Detec¬ 
tive Superintendent with the force 
said: “This is a significant develop¬ 
ment in the case. 

“The forensic examinations are 
complete and the results are very 
positive.” 

He added that a national database 
search of four million people’s 


DNA had found no match for the 
second person’s DNA. 

He urged the baby’s parents and 
the man who contacted officers 
three months ago to come forward 
in confidence to help bring the his¬ 
toric case to a conclusion.

My favourite 
part was unveiling the flag, that was the most enjoy¬ 
able part of the day. I enjoy helping dad out." 

The Maiden Castle is the port's fourth boat, all of 
which are named after castles in the area, and is set 
to double the towage capabilities of the harbour. 

The boat will also be available to businesses and the 
Maritime and Coastguard Agency.

RESIDENTS in Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland have 
proved they are not rub¬ 
bish at keeping waste 
down after a government 
report singled the bor¬ 
ough out as the best in the 
country. 

The Department for En¬ 
vironment, Food and 
Rural Affairs report indi¬ 
cated the borough’s resi¬ 
dents were the best at 
keeping household waste 
down, with an average of 
4kg less waste in the last 
year than the next leading 


authority. 

The report, which takes 
into consideration all 
local councils across the 
whole of England, also 
credited Weymouth and 
Portland residents as the 
best recyclers in Dorset. 

Councillor Tim Munro, 
Brief Holder for Environ¬ 
ment and Sustainability, 
said: “I am absolutely de¬ 
lighted with these latest 
figures; they prove that 
Weymouth and Portland 
residents are some of the 
most environmentally 


conscious in the country. 

“I would like to sin¬ 
cerely congratulate all 
residents for making such 
fantastic use of the recy¬ 
cling collections, and 
thank everyone for mak¬ 
ing the job easier for our 
dedicated waste and recy¬ 
cling teams. Let’s keep up 
the good work and con¬ 
tinue to waste less and re¬ 
cycle more in 2009/10”. 

The report highlighted 
residents’ excellence at 
keeping levels down, 
through composting, re¬ 


cycling or buying goods 
with less packaging. 

The borough’s residents 
only threw away only 
289.6 kg of waste per 
head, with residents 
achieving to recycle 44.2 
per cent of household 
rubbish - the national av¬ 
erage is 36.9 per cent. 

Councillor Munro said: 
“I am proud that residents 
take such pride in their 
local area and are making 
a continued effort to re¬ 
duce, re-use and recycle.”

We successfully treat 
many foot conditions but one common foot condition we see a lot of at 
our Axminster based clinic is PLANTAR FASCIITIS. When your first few 
steps out of bed in the morning cause severe pain in the heel of your 
foot, you may have plantar fasciitis (fashee-EYE-tiss). It’s an overuse in¬ 
jury affecting the sole or flexor surface (plantar) of the foot. A diagnosis 
of plantar fasciitis means you have inflamed the tough, fibrous band of 
tissue (fascia) connecting your heel bone to the base of your toes. You’re 
more likely to get the condition if you’re overweight, or if you have a job 
that requires a lot of walking or standing on hard surfaces. You’re also at 
risk if you walk or run for exercise, especially if you have tight calf muscles 
that limit how far you can flex your ankles. People with very flat feet or 
very high arches are also more prone to plantar fasciitis. 

The condition starts gradually with mild pain at the heel bone often re¬ 



ferred to as a stone bruise. 

You’re more likely to feel it 
after (not during) exercise. 

The pain classically occurs 
again after arising from a 
midday lunch break. 

If you don’t treat plantar 
fasciitis, it may become a 
chronic condition. You may 
not be able to keep up your level of activity and you may also develop 
symptoms of foot, knee, hip and back problems because of the way plan¬ 
tar fasciitis changes the way you walk.

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I AM flood advice for drivers 


WITH more flooding predicted, 
the 1AM (Institute of Advanced 
Motorists) has today (18 Novem¬ 
ber) issued advice to drivers. 


1AM Chief Examiner Peter 
Rodger said: "If the journey is un¬ 
avoidable, motorists should take 
extra precautions when dealing 


with severe surface conditions. 
Torrential rain brings with it visi¬ 
bility problems as the car mists up 
in seconds." 


Advice for motorists considering driving 
in flood conditions: 

• Don't go in if the water's obviously too deep or 
flowing too quickly: consider an alternative 
route. 

• If you have to drive through water try to drive in 
the highest section of the road and don’t set off 
if a vehicle is travelling in the opposite direction. 
Leave time and space for each other, so you don't 
swamp other drivers. 

• Drive only fast enough to create a small bow 
wave in front of the vehicle - driving at speed 
may be dangerous to other vehicles or 
pedestrians. 

• Keep going once you have started - make sure 
you have a clear run, put the car into first gear, 
keep the revs high and set off. Don't go in if you 
can't see a way out on the other side. 

• Do not take your foot even slightly off the 
accelerator, as this will allow water to travel up 
the exhaust pipe. 

• As you go through the water, slip the clutch if 
you can. After you come out, dry brakes gently 
before you need them - the best way is to lightly 
apply the brake as you drive along for a few 
seconds. 

• At the other side, keep moving and continue to 
rev the engine to clear any water from the 
exhaust

RUGBY ROUND-UP with Keith Jenkin 


ONE seldom feels sorry for the CHARD club for, apart from 
anything else, they do not encourage that sentiment overmuch. I 
did feel a bit of a pang of sympathy last weekend however. 

There was a gap in the league calendar on the 21st November 
and, not having a game, a trip to Twickenham to watch the All 
Blacks was organised. Unfortunately they were unable to play 
their scheduled league fixture of the previous week and were ad¬ 
vised by the powers that be, that the game should go ahead on 
the 21st. Having duly cancelled their trip, they were further ad¬ 
vised on Thursday that, owing to the lack of a qualified referee, 
a further postponement was necessary. 

I do not know all the facts appertaining to this chaotic situation 
so I cannot apportion blame. I would have loved to have been 
about when the news of the further postponement broke however. 
I would, very probably, have learnt a few new expletives. 

I decided that I would see how WEYMOUTH were faring back 
at their own ground and took myself there to watch their cup 
game against OXFORD. 

WEYMOUTH 20pts OXFORD lOpts 

WHILE Weymouth’s newly laid pitch looked to be in excellent 
condition, there was a strong wind blowing directly across it, and 
that, combined with the wet ball, threatened to make this cup en¬ 
counter a pretty average spectacle. 

As it was, although the game was laced with errors, both sides 
tried to play good rugby and, furthermore succeeded for much 
of the time. 

The early exchanges were fairly even, with both sides having 
difficulty in coping with the other’s eight man shove at the set 
scrums. Weymouth did employ the driving maul to very good ef¬ 
fect after some ten minutes and took play into their opponents’ 
twenty two before a knock on checked their progress. 

They took a lead that I thought they just about deserved after 
some fifteen minutes when Peplow, judging the strength of the 
gale well, kicked a penalty after Oxford had infringed on their 
own twenty two and in front. 

The visitors had the chance to reply almost immediately and 
they duly did so after Weymouth had infringed. 

The home side went through a bit of a “silly season” around 
the end of the first quarter when their discipline let them down. 


They conceded three penalties in a row, and were sent back ten 
yards for “rabbit” on one occasion for good measure. 

Oxford certainly gained territory during this period but could 
not take the lead. If there had not been too much difference be¬ 
tween the sides during the first quarter, the second definitely be¬ 
longed to Weymouth. 

They scored three times during the final twenty minutes of the 
half and set up what was to be a winning lead. Prop Comden 
scored the first. His side had taken up a position close to the Ox¬ 
ford line and, after a couple of thrusts, he was up to take the of¬ 
fload and proved unstoppable from eight feet. 

The touchdown was made close to the posts and Peplow duly 
added the extras to give his side a 10-3 lead. 

More was to come. The next Weymouth score came, more or 
less directly from the restart. They gathered the drop out and re¬ 
cycled. Peplow’s chip found space and was regathered at pace 
by his midfield. A couple of passes set Lewendon free and he 
showed his number to the cover and again got over by the posts 
for Peplow to again convert. 

Then, immediately before the break, Peplow kicked a penalty 
goal to give his side a 20-3 lead to take into the second half. 

Given everything, I thought that it would be beyond Oxford to 
score three times in the second half, as they certainly needed to 
do. In fact the home side began the second period as they had 
finished the first and, although they did not score, they were in 
the ascendancy until the hour mark, and went close on several 
occasions. 

At this juncture Peplow was wide with a penalty kick and this 
seemed to signal an Oxford revival. They mounted pressure and 
forced Weymouth to save and, after the home side had failed to 
clear, they sent the ball wide from possession gained at a five 
metre scrum and one of their centres touched down, although I 
felt that the try had more than a hint of “crossing” about it. The 
extras were duly added and Oxford continued to play in home 
territory. 

Weymouth eventually cleared to halfway however and, at this 
juncture the whistle for no side sounded. 

Weymouth certainly deserved to win this one, after a game 
played in difficult conditions. For much of the time they were 
the better side and scored two good tries to one by their oppo¬ 


nents. 

Oxford did come back at Weymouth in the final quarter when 
Weymouth might have lost focus a little, but their opponents’ ef¬ 
forts were always going to be “too little, too late”. 

In fact it was a good weekend for the Weymouth club all round, 
for their second side got into the later rounds of its competition 
without having to take the field when its opposite numbers from 
Minety withdrew. 

BRIDPORT 5pts DRIFTERS 27pts 

THIS game was played in horrific conditions, with a gale of wind 
blowing rain diagonally down the ground. 

The home side, with an injury list as long as an arm, played 
with the elements at their backs in the first half and found them¬ 
selves up against a side that included an very useful out half, a 
couple of forceful centres and a pack that could certainly hold 
its own. 

The game was evenly contested and the home side could only 
score once before the break. It came via an unconverted try, 
scored by winger Tom Wren. 

Bridport kicked a penalty award deep, and followed well to 
catch the visitors’ full back in possession close to the corner flag. 
They recycled and sent the ball along their back division for the 
winger to scuttle over in the other corner. 

Of course, given the strength of the wind, a five point lead was 
not going to be easy to defend and Drifters made early inroads 
into it by kicking a penalty goal. 

Drifters then took the lead some ten minutes into the half when 
an injudicious offload gave them an interception try. 

Bridport were still in with a chance at 5-8 however, but, in the 
final quarter, pressure told and the visitors crossed their line three 
times. They converted two of the tries to stretch away to a de¬ 
served win. 

The Bridport seconds game against a Crewkerne Vets side did 
not take place. 

PREVIEW 

THE Southern Counties League (South) has a bit of a NAAFI 
sandwich look about it at the moment for there are several sides 
near the top, several more at the bottom, and not a lot in between. 


DORCHESTER lie in second place and travel to take on 
FROME who are just one place behind them. I did say that their 
trip to North Dorset would be the hardest of their season, but this 
one ranks a close second. They will have to be at their very best 
but, if they can win this one, they will do both their confidence 
and their league position a world of good. 

They will know also that they have played both their major ri¬ 
vals for honours away from home and have the home encounters 
in the new year to come. This will be a close game and the prob¬ 
able outcome will go in favour of the side that holds its discipline 
best and who kicks its goals. 

In the Dorset & Wilts League Division One (South), both 
clubs, although they play away from home, have games that they 
should win. WEYMOUTH travel to WESTBURY, a side that 
they have bested quite comfortably in a cup encounter a week or 
two ago. The home side will give Weymouth a game in the pack, 
but outside it lacks pace and penetration.

HOME FORCOOMBE 

WEYMOUTH trainer John Coombe had 
a profitable day out at Exeter Races on 
Friday. 

The popular handler, based at Fleet 
near Chickerell, returned with a 
cheque for £3,252 in his pocket, thanks 
to his five-year-old stable star, San 
Marino. 

The chestnut gelding took the open¬ 
ing Somerset Long Barn Novices Hur¬ 
dle ahead of Dorset neighbour, Colin 
Tizzard's Song Sung Blue. 

San Marino, a rank outsider at 25-1, 
made all the running and then quick¬ 
ened up following the third last to win 
by a comfortable three and three quar¬ 
ter lengths. 

Coombe, who also owns the horse, 
said: "We quietly fancied him and had 
a few quid on him. 

"But he had been off for 20 months 
after kicking the walking machine at 
home and injured a foot, and it has 
taken an age to get him right again." 

Song Sung Blue was one of two sec¬ 
ond places at the meeting for Sher¬ 
borne-based Tizzard and his jockey 
son, Joe. 

The pair also took the runner's up 
prize in the Devon County Show Exeter 
Novices'Chase with Flight Leader. 

Elsewhere, Bob Buckler scored a sec¬ 
ond place with Dontsayathing in the 
conditional jockeys' hurdle contest. 

BUCKLER DISAPPOINTED 
BY SAWYER MISHAP 

BOB Buckler is convinced The Sawyer 
would have repeated I Hear Thunder's 
2006 success in the Grand Sefton 
Handicap Chase at Aintree on Sunday 
had jockey Will Kennedy stayed in the 
saddle. 

The 9/2 favourite was bowling along 
well just behind the leaders when he 
got in a bit too close at Valentines and 


clipped the top of the fence. Although 
the horse landed almost perfectly it 
was just enough to tip Kennedy out of 
the saddle and their race was run. 

"I'm convinced he would have won 
had Will stayed aboard. He was going 
very easily and the one thing you know 
about him is that he stays, and with all 
the others tying up he would I am sure 
have won convincingly." 

The winner pocketed almost 
£44,000. 

There was further disappointment 
for the stable after Dontsayathing 
broke down after finishing second in 
the 2 mile 1 furlong handicap hurdle at 
Exeter on Friday. 

The 5-year-old has been showing en¬ 
couraging form with five top four fin¬ 
ishes in his seven runs to date. Having 
had to switch the horse after being 
squeezed for room, Harry Skelton 
brought him with a late run but was 
just unable to catch the winner Strate¬ 
gic by V 2 length. 

However later he broke down and 
will be out for the rest of the season. 

"It was another promising run but his 
season is over now. We are not quite 
sure what the problem is yet, but 
hopefully it is not too serious," said 
Buckler. 

Double Dizzy ran a good race in fin¬ 
ishing fourth in the Class 3 Allied Irish 
Bank Handicap Chase at Ascot on the 
same day. Buckler had gambled on 
bringing the 8-year-old back in dis¬ 
tance, but with the good ground was 
outpaced at the finish. 

"He likes softer ground but with the 
ground drying out he was running flat 
out over the shorter distance and just 
couldn't maintain the pace of the lead¬ 
ers at the end, but he jumped and ran 
well. Depending on how he recovers 
he may go again at Newbury on Satur¬ 
day over 2 V 2 miles." 

Although Sean Thornton in his first 
run over hurdles on the same card fin¬ 
ished at the back, Buckler was not dis-

appointed by his run. He jumped well 
but then began to weaken on what 
was a top class track. However he then 
made a mistake and virtually landed 
on all fours which stopped him, so 
Nathan Sweeney just cantered him 
home. 

Ethiopia made a return to racing 
after two years off having had two 
back operations and gave an encour¬ 
aging display over hurdles at Wincan- 
ton last week finishing sixth. 

"It was a super run after all that time 
off. He stayed on well and it bodes for 
the future." 

Flag Flier continues to be the brides¬ 
maid after another second at Ludlow 
on Monday. The chestnut mare found 
the ground just too soft for her and al¬ 
though she ran on well she just failed 
to catch Petroglyph. 

"She wouldn't have liked the ground 
and it was more testing than she likes 
but it was a gutsy run. She kept gallop¬ 
ing to the line and was making up 
ground on the winner but really needs 
firmer ground." 

Howlin At The Moon ran too freely 
got boxed in coming into the straight 
in the bumper at Ludlow and had too 
much ground to make up and could 
only finish sixth.

TERRAS IN TURMOIL AFTER BIG WIN 


ANOTHER sorry episode in the soap opera that is 
Weymouth Football Club has been played out this 
week. 

On the pitch the Terras appear to have turned the corner 
with Saturday's tremendous 3-0 FA Trophy victory over 
Dorchester Town coming hard on the heels of a league 
victory at Bishop's Stortford and a goalless draw with 
Woking at the View From Stadium. 

However, off it, the up-for-sale club are fast becoming 
a laughing stock as they fight crippling debts and potential 
winding up orders. 

Last week, Weymouth directors accepted a rescue bid 
from local finance expert Chris Ryan and his advisor, 
Steve Beasant. The pair were proposing to pump 
£150,000 into the coffers. 

But, after failing to make Monday's deadline set for all 
the necessary paperwork to be completed, the pair then 
asked for an extension. 

This was refused by the Terras' three-person board of 
Shaun Hennessy, Liz Bell and Connor Kinsella - the trio 
instead turned to former Cambridge United chairman, 
George Rolls.

Rolls had also made an offer, which featured a cash in¬ 
jection of £50,000 and the directors instead voted to go 
for this option following a meeting on Monday morning. 

But that deal is now on ice after a planned press confer¬ 
ence to announce Rolls' arrival on Monday evening, was 
suddenly cancelled. 

In the meantime, financial director Ian Windsor has quit 
the board although he currently remains as Weymouth's 
company secretary. 

One reason for the switch from Ryan and Beasant to 
Rolls, is believed to be the contents of an e-mail sent to 
the three directors early Monday morning by ex-chair- 
man, Malcolm Curtis. 

In it, the club's major creditor - he is owed more than 
£220,000 in loans - reminded the board of their obliga¬ 
tions to him and others who are owed money. 

Curtis, who is a director of Wessex Park Delivery, the 
company that owns the land surrounding the View From 
Stadium, says:" It is very clear the business is trading 


whilst insolvent and has in all probability been doing so 
for several months and certainly for the past three weeks. 
The directors are aware of this position which can best be 
demonstrated by the very fact of the application to the 
court to register a “Notice of Intent to Enter Administra¬ 
tion". 

"This as we know was granted but has been allowed to 
expire without any obvious remedial actions taking place. 
I can only presume (on the basis that professional advice 
was taken to initiate this action) that the current and past 
directors are aware of their legal responsibility to the 
company's creditors and the consequences of their actions 
in carrying on trading after this notice has expired in the 
full knowledge that the position has not improved. 

"To be clear after having identified that in all likelihood 
the company is trading whilst insolvent you have a legal 
duty to be working in the best interest of the creditors. To 
continue to “trade on” in the knowledge that the com¬ 
pany's liabilities may be growing is potentially to the 
detriment of ah creditors." 

Curtis is thought to be in favour of Rolls taking over al¬ 
though it remains unclear as to why the Terras board has 
again changed its mind. 


Following Monday's frenzied activity, the future of 
Weymouth Football Club remains unclear. 

Rolls claims he has had his offer accepted, Ryan and 
Beasant remain in the picture and Curtis seems deter¬ 
mined to call in his debt, although it is understood he has 
come to a repayment deal with Rolls, should the ex-Cam- 
bridge United man emerge as the new owner. 

But with time running out, and the sympathy of support¬ 
ers and potential local sponsors, fast evaporating, it seems 
we're set for more bumpy rides ahead on the Terras roller 
coaster. 

LATE BREAKING NEWS: As the View from Wey¬ 
mouth was going to press a statement was issued by Chris 
Ryan and Steve Beasant who have pulled out of the race 
to own Weymouth Football Club. 

The pair confirmed they had been unable to reach agree¬ 
ment with the Terras board of directors and “can now see 
no point in continuing negotiations”.
